Capital Projects: Jarvis House and Street Lighting 
Jarvis House Mr. Farrington gave a brief report on the status of the Jarvis House. 

Mr. Maher stated current situations are awful. Painting has been done only twice in thirty 

years. Mr. Maher stated an option is to leave or remove the rear addition. The Historic Commission would make the 
final decision. The current kitchen area would become a conference room. All building and code issues would be 
addressed w hen final plans are made. 


Mr. Farrington will be requesting approximately $600,000. from the Capital Budget Ran to implement said renovations. 
When final plans /meetings are made w ith Historic Commission he w ill report back to Selectmen. 


Street Lights Mr. Farrington feels the estimated cost to replace the mercury vapor streetlights is a good plan plus, there is 
a four-year payback for project. We w ill have better street lighting. Also, public meetings w ill be held for the residents to 
give their input. 


Mrs. Dias thanked Mr. Farrington for taking the initiative to implement the new street light program. 


Mrs. Mahon thanked Mr. Farrington for his weekly report. 

CITIZENS OPEN FORUM 


Mrs. Mahon asked if anyone would like to address the Board. 


Mrs. Fiore had several questions and concerns about the hazardous w aste being rerroved at the hotel project in East 
Arlington, also, was concerned about the crushed sewer line. 


Mr. Greeley asked that the Town Manager Farrington report back at their next meeting on the crushed sewer line. Also, 
Mrs. Dias asked who is supervising said project. She would like to know w hat the Building Inspector is in charge of at this 
point of construction and, also, feels that the Conservation Commission should be involved to make sure that the 
requirements set dow n by the Commission are being followed. 


Ed Starr, Chairman of the TAC spoke briefly to the Board regarding his concerns about 

Jason Street and traffic problems throughout the Town. Ed Starr, as Chairman of the Transportation Advisory Committee, 
along with FrankTessitore, will appear before the Selectmen on October 29*^ with recommendations regarding Jason 
Street and Highland Avenue traffic. Also, he w ill report on long-range traffic patterns in the Tow n. 

Mr. Hurd stated that the TAC w ould be looking at the w hole scope of traffic problems. 

Mrs. Dias asked that maybe an educational outreach effort throughout the neighborhood could be done. All members of the 
Board stated they are very concerned about children and pedestrian safety. 


Mr. Greeley moved that no signs of any kind be put on Jason Street until 
after meeting w ith the Transportation Advisory Committee and Frank Tessitore. 
Vote was unanimous.
